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Selectmen’s Report. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Rutland: 

The selectmen have drawn one hundred and seventeen 
orders on the treasurer the past year, apportioned as fol- 
lows : New roads, including land damages, $6,641.90 ; 
grading main highway between Bast and West Rutland, 
$2,610.68 ; repair Lester bridge, $408.66 ; breakwater near 
Lester bridge, $258.70 ; poor expenses, insane asylum, tax 
on town farm, etc., $632.24 ; county tax, $1,965.43 ; salaries, 
grand list, legal and all other miscellaneous current expenses, 
|>4,324.24 ; total, $16,841.85. The cost of the new roads 
as above in the different portions of the town has been : 
In the east part of the town, $1,228.65 ; at Center Rutland, 
$552.00 ; in the village of Proctor, $1,800 ; in the west 
part of the town, $3,061.25. 

Of new highways in the village of Rutland, Post street, 
in that part of the village known as the swamp, has been 
laid out and built from River street, south, to intersection 
with extension of South and parallel with Spruce street. 
South street has been extended and built from Spruce to 
Post street. Nichols avenue has been built and opened 
from West street to the north line of A. C. Blaisdell’s lot. 
Williams street has been opened from Elm street to Lin- 
coln avenue. This went through a big slough and was a 
bad piece of road to build. It required a large stone 
culvert and over 500 loads of stone and gravel. Robbins 
street, from Pine street to East creek, parallel with Maple 
street, has been laid, but not opened or worked. The land 
for this street has been deeded to the town. 

At Center Rutland, the road on the south side of Otter 
creek from a point just west of P. W. Clement’s house lot. 
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has been moved to the south, and now crosses the Quarter- 
line road, so called, thence northwesterly, passing under 
the D. & H. Co.’s railroad track and striking the main 
road near the top of the Wells , hill. No land damage. 
The new road was built by the Vermont Marble Company, 
on contract, for $500. The old road from the point first 
named to the Quarterline road, and that portion of the 
Quarterline road from the point of intersection with the 
new road, northerly to junction with main road from Cen- 
ter to West Rutland, has been discontinued. 

In the village of Proctor, upwards of a mile of new 
streets have been laid and built. Most of these roads were 
expensive to build, but the selectmen were unanimous in 
the opinion that they were required by the public good. 
Cost, $1,800. No land damage. Spencer street, from 
Church street to Vermont Marble Co.’s store, west of, par- 
allel with and adjoining the railroad, has been laid, but not 
worked. Land damage awarded to the estate of R. S. 
Humphrey, $150. Other land damage waived. This will 
be a very expensive road to make. The Vermont Marble 
Company have agreed to build it without cost to the town. 

In West Rutland, Sheldon avenue, from old Congrega- 
tional church to Sheldon & Sons’ marble yard, has been 
completed and opened. Proctor street, through lands of 
M. Newton and A. W. Ward, laid and built. Land damage 
to Mr. Ward, $175. 

The road laid last year near True Blue marble quarry 
has been built. The True Blue Marble Company gave the 
land and built the road through their property without 
expense to the town. 

Newton street, through lands of Mr. Newton and J. M. 
Dewey, 116 rods laid, not built. Land damage awarded to 
Mr. Dewey, $25. Other land damages waived. 

The item for new streets and highways is always a large 
one in a rapidly growing towu. It has been larger than 
usual with us the past year. One reason for this is that 
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the new roads built buring 1885, have been constructed in 
a much more thorough and durable manner than has been 
the custom heretofore. Some alleged new roads have been 
little more than ridges of loam and mud without adequate 
ditches or culverts, and without any ballasting of stone or 
gravel. They have often required a larger outlay for 
repairs the first year after construction to make them pass- 
able than the original first cost. Tbe roads built the past 
year will need but small repairs for years to come. We 
believe it to be the better economy. At all events they are 
what they pretend to be, roads, and not a succession of 
quagmires and slough holes. 

The severe rain storms of last summer came just after 
the usual annual repairs had been made on the highways. 
The roads in many places were badly washed and gullied, 
and culverts destroyed and were left in worse condition than 
they were in the spring. The damage to the highway at 
and near the twin bridges, so called, in the extreme north 
east part of the town, cost about $200. They had to be 
repaired. The selectmen had either to overdraw the 
highway account or call a special town meeting to vote 
a special tax. The matter did not seem serious enough 
to warrant the annoyance to taxpayers which a separate 
tax payable subsequent to the regular annual taxes would 
involve. A special highway tax of ten cents should be 
voted to provide for the deficiency. 

The covered bridge near Mr. W. H. Lester’s has been 
repaired, strengthened and partly rebuilt. The flood of 
last summer changed the course of the stream just above 
the bridge so much that a breakwater had to be built to 
prevent the river from making a new ’channel across the 
• road north of the bridge. The work was done by Mr. Edgar 
Davis, and we believe it will be permanent. Mr. Lester 
paid one-third of the cost. 

In the matter 7 of the outstanding taxes against Mr. R. R. 
Mead, collector, on the bills of 1881 and 1882, to which 
reference was made in last town report, the selectmen 
made a settlement and surrendered the bonds and 
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discharged Mr. Mead from further liability. The bonds- 
men paid $4,000 into the treasury, and Mr. Mead sur- 
rendered all his tax-books, and we have had them col- 
lected so far as possible. The whole amount paid into treas- 
ury on the taxes of those years since last report is $5,266.46. 

The county tax due June 1st, 1885, of $1,965.43, was 
paid by order on treasurer. The county tax due June 1st, 
1886, amounts to $294.62. There is no State tax to be 
paid this year. 

The advisability, amounting almost to a necessity, of 
grading, widening and otherwise improving the main road 
between East and West Eutland to accommodate the great 
and growing traffic over that highway, has been a subject 
of frequent discussion by various boards of selectmen, and 
by the public generally. The fact that it could be done 
better, as well as much cheaper, before the street railway 
was built, led the selectmen to undertake it last fall. The 
work done does not need to be minutely described in this- 
report. It has already been seen by the large majority of 
the taxpayers. The roadway has been cut down, filled up, 
stoned and widened, as the case might be, at various points 
between the two villages. The street railway Company have 
agreed to contribute one hundred and fifty dollars towards 
the expense. 

The track for the horse cars outside of the village has so 
far been laid on that part of the highway as agreed upon 
with the selectmen, except on Crescent street, between 
Church and Grove streets. That portion of their track the 
company have agreed to move in the spring from the south 
side to the center of the street, without cost to the town. 

TOWN CLERK. 

Miss I. M. Brown, who was elected town clerk last year, 
failed to furnish bonds as requested, and the selectmen 
appointed Mr. Edward Dana to fill the vacancy. After 
furnishing satisfactory bonds he took the office. A large 
number of deeds and other papers for record, several hun- 
dred in all, were found in the office unrecorded. We- 
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directed that they be recorded, and afterwards paid him 
by town order at a discount from the legal fees. 

OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 

By new law which went into effect last [spring, the over- 
seer of the poor in Rutland is appointed by the board of 
civil authority, on the Tuesday following annual town 
meeting. The board appointed Mr. 0. D. Young overseer. 
The amount of his compensation as agreed upon between 
the overseer and selectmen was thirty dollars per month, 
and that sum has been paid to him in his monthly accounts. 

DOGS. 

Pour hundred and twenty-five licenses at one dollar, 15 
at four dollars and 15 at two dollars have been issued for 
dogs the past year, in amount $515.00. Town clerk’s fees, 
$52.00. Orders to pay for damage done by dogs have been 
drawn to: R. Moulthrop’s estate, $8.25; Edgar Davis, 
$25,35; Joseph Tower, $18.00; F. Chaffee, $3.38; Mrs. 
Everts, $6.00; Jay Cook, $22.00; A. B. Reynolds, $78.00; 
J. L. Billings, $4.00; W. T. Capron, $3.00; Nahum John- 
son, $9.00; E. L. Griswold, $45.00; Samuel Boardman, 
$16.00; cost of appraising, $16.00. Total, $253.98. Net 
income to town from dog licenses, $219.02. 

INSANE ASYLUM. 

There are three insane — John Williams, Owen Reardon, 
Orrin Williams — now at the asylum in Brattleboro, which 
are supported by Rutland at a cost of $130 per year each. 

MEMORIAL HALL. 

We are glad to be able to report good progress on Memo- 
rial Hall. One year ago the massive foundation walls were 
ready for the first story or library portion of the Memorial 
hall building. To-day the walls of the first story are 
finished ready for the iron floor beams. The work of this 
past year has been done with the same thoroughness and 
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care for permanency which characterized the work of the 
previous year. Nothing has been sacrificed to haste. The 
orders have been, slight nothing, hurry nothing ; that a 
hundred years might look down and find every stone in its 
exact place. Thus far not a particle of anything combusti- 
ble has been put into the building. If an absolutely safe 
building is erected, it will in time become a great 
museum of relics, souvenirs, memorials, records of every sort 
and kind of the war for the Union, of priceless value to 
those who shall come after us. Mr. Milo Lyman has been 
superintendent of construction from the start,. Mr. J. C. 
Temple has looked after the marble, and has rendered 
valuable assistance. The marble companies have furnished 
the marble in kind, quantity and time to the entire satis- 
faction of the selectmen. About one-half of the marble 
for the balance of the building, the Memorial Hall proper, 
is either on the, ground or in the marble yards sawed. 
There is no reason to apprehend any further delay from 
that source. The expenditures for the year have been 
$3,796. 63. There is now to the credit Jof the Memorial 


Hall fund, cash $2,264 27

Overseer’s Report. 


To the Tax-payers of Rutland : 

In presenting to you this report, I ask you to consider 
the extreme poverty that has existed in our town for the 
past year, and it is not necessary for me to try to explain 
the cause, for it is well known to every candid-minded man 
in town. There has been a great depression in business in 
this town as well as all over the country, consequently quite 
a large number of men could get no work and would nec- 
essarily need help. Your overseer has been ready to relieve 
the suffering and help the needy when brought to his 
notice ; he has, at the same time, labored to lighten the 
burden on the shoulders of the tax -payers in town, which 
should ever be the aim of men interested with public 
business. 

I would say here that it was suggested by the selectmeu 
and listers that the stock, hay, grain, farming tools, house- 
hold furniture and provisions at the town farm be taken, 
but no price put upon them, as it is a matter of form and 
quite an expense to the town for printing, and it met with 
my approval. Numberless housekeeping articles of small 
value are left out altogether. 

I was appointed overseer on the 10th day of May last. 
Under the present law the bills of the overseer are audited 
and paid by the selectmen the first of each month for the 
preceding month. Orders have been drawn to pay bills, 
including salary, of my contracting to February 1st, 1886, 
to the amount of $8,582.03. The bills from February 1 to 
20, inclusive, amount to $852.40, making whole amount of 
overseer’s account for eleven months and ten days $9,434.43

Superintendent’s Report.

In submitting my annual report of the public schools in 
this town, I am permitted to say that they are quite satis- 
factory to me. They have gone through the year with 
better results than in any previous year during my connec- 
tion with them, and there is good reason for expecting still 
greater efficiency in the future. They are well organized, 
and there can be no excuse for their lapsing into that 
indifferent and lethargic condition in which I found them 
a few years ago. Public sentiment has undergone a salu- 
tary change with regard to them, and the patrons of the 
schools, as a rule, have come to appreciate the difference 
between a good school and a poor one. All that will be 
necessary in the future to keep them up to their present 
standard, or to push them on to a higher one and to better 
work, will be a careful and persistent supervision. 

As no essential change in the condition of the school 
buildings has occurred during the year (except the enlarge- 
ment of the building in Mo. 6), I may refer the reader to 
my last report on that subject. 

A few buildings are still unsatisfactory, but I trust they 
will receive proper attention soon. 

As a rule, good teachers have been employed, and every- 
thing has gone along smoothly. It is a noticeable fact that 
not an instance of serious trouble in the matter of deport- 
ment or discipline, which sometimes distinguish schools, 
has occurred during the year. 

The total number of pupils in attendance, outside of the 
graded district, is 1,706, a gain of 76 on last year. The 
number in district 14 is 304, being a gain of 123 on last 
5 
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year, which is 47 more than the total gain, showing that 
the total in the other districts has fallen that number below 
that of last year. 

The health of the pupils has been generally good, 
although five deaths have occurred in these schools, as 
follows : Teresa Raleigh, of district 9, died in April; 
Michael McNamara, of district 1, date of death not given; 
Adine Reed, of district 3, died Oct. 10; Alice E. Colburn, 
of district 4, died Dec. 29, and Alice Sargent, of district 
15, died in November. 

It will be observed that the death rate has been one in 
three hundred and forty-one. 

There have been thirty-two teachers employed, 
which, with an aggregate number of 1,706 pupils, gives an 
average of 53 pupils to each teacher. 

Here is a radical fault. No teacher can do justice to 
more than thirty pupils, and it would be economy to pro- 
vide rooms aceordingly, and employ fifty-seven teachers 
instead of thirty-two. 

Several teachers have had from fifty to eighty pupils 
each. A little reflection will convince any one that it 
would be economy, to say nothing about the advantage to 
the pupils, to employ more teachers in these large schools. 

The graded school in the village of Rutland has gone 
through the year successfully. The total number of pupils 
has been 1,299, a gain of 78 on last year. Some of the 
time twenty-seven teachers have been employed, and during 
the remainder, twenty-five, giving an average of forty-five 
to forty-eight pupils to a teacher. Here, too, are too many 
pupils for the number of teachers. 

Notwithstanding the prevalence, to an unusual extent, 
of diseases peculiar to children, the number of deaths in 
the graded school has been but two. Louis H. Pierce, of 
West street secondary, died May 2; Della Jasemine, of 
Woodstock avenue primary, date of death not given, show- 
ing a death rate of one in six hundred and four. 
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I should be glad to give statistics of attendance, cost of 
maintenance, and other items which are of importance, but, 
as the law requires this report to be made several weeks 
before the school year closes and the registers are com- 
pleted and returned to me, I am unable to do so. 

This fact suggests one of the many peculiarities of legis- 
lation on the subject of schools in this State. 

The statistics referred to will be given at a subsequent 
date. 

Total number of pupils in all the public schools, 2 , 914 . 

In closing this report I desire to thank those individuals 
who have helped me in many ways in the management of 
the schools — not only those who are the parents of pupils, 
but also those businesss men who have, from time to time, 
in the midst of their active duties, found spare moments 
to devote to the cause of popular education.
